Acreage Owners Protest 
Inclusion In Rolling 
Meadows Incorporation 


“Why us?” 
That was the question posed 
Tuesday by Mrs. John P. Jordan, 
spokeswoman for property own­ 
ers on Rohlwing rd., 
south 
of 
Kirchhoff rd., unanimously op­ 
posed to inclusion in the 
pro­ 
posed incorporation of 
Rolling 
Meadows. 
“Rolling Meadows has nothing 
to offer us but higher taxes,” de­ 
clared an angry Mrs. Jordan. “We 
prefer not to be incorporated at 
all, but if we must affiliate, w e’d 
like to be part of Palatine.” 
She said she couldn’t under­ 
stand why Kimball Hill didn’t 
lim it his incorporation dream s to 
property he owns and is develop­ 
ing. 
These owners of estate homes 
on the fringe of 
the 
proposed 
boundaries feel they have a right 
to decide for themselves w hether 
or not they are to be part of Roll­ 
ing Meadows. 
“We are not opposed to incor­ 
poration for the community prop­ 
er,” explained Mrs. Jordan, “but 
we do resent being forced 
into 
similar action against our will.” 
Demanding to know w hether 
or not their rights are to be ig­ 
nored, she said the home owners 
were unaware of the incorpora­ 
tion scheme until it was publish­ 
ed in the paper. 
“Rolling Meadows can offer us 
nothing.” she related. 
“Our chil­ 
dren go to Paddock school, we 
pay Palatine taxes, our loyalty is 
to Palatine, and we have our own 
septic tanks and wells. City ser­ 
vices proposed by Rolling Mea­ 
dows—sandwiched between 
two 
larger towns

property owners. We’re not will­ 
ing to become that special source 
of revenue.” 
These home owners sought ^his 
week to find some means for a- 
voiding inclusion in Rolling Mea­ 
dows’ city. 


U.S. Army Is Now 
Sole Occupant Of 
Arlington Airport 
Five trailers were all that was 
left Monday at Arlington Airport’s 
nearly-deserted trailer park 
and 
barracks apartment. 
Saturday was the deadline 
for 
residents living at the airport to 
evacuate. The arm y is erecting a 
guided missile center on the site 
of the old private landing field 
which also had a barrack building 
with 42 small apartments, a lunch­ 
room and grocery, and 
facilities 
for nearly IOO trailers. 
The barrack building was desert­ 
ed Monday, and a rear entrance­ 
way was littered with broken glass 
from shattered porch windows. 
Of the five trailers remaining, 
two were preparing to leave that 
morning, one was empty but looked 
occupied, and two were abandoned. 
The airport controversy started 
last September, when the arm y 
ordered a December I eviction no­ 
tice for the tenants, who expressed 
surprise” at the announcement. 
Owners of the airport had failed 
to notify residents of the govern­ 
ment action started in July. 

Mar­ 
guerite Stitt Church and Sen. Ev­ 
erett M. 
Dirksen,

eviction 
deadline was pushed 
ahead 
to 
January I in order to give

“It is apparent,” stated J. Sten- 
zel, 135 Warren ave., “that we in 
Arlington Crest are being used 
in an effort to nail down Arling­ 
ton race track for Rolling Mead­ 
ows. We are not a part of that 
neighborhood — have nothing in 
common with them —u are sep­ 
arated from them by Northwest 
hwy., the C. N. W. Ry. tracks, the 
immense grandstand 
and 
race 
track 
of 
Arlington 
Park. 
We 
can’t even see Rolling Meadows. 
We would have a hard time to 
get work done on our streets or 
any other municipal service if we 
are seized by this group. You can 
bet 
sentiment 
is 
IOO 
percent 
against this questionable and has­ 
ty action in Arlington Crest.” 
Ed Haseman and other speak­ 
ers 
pointed 
out 
that 
Palatine 
would not presume to interfere 
in the domestic affairs of Rolling 
Meadows — that the only inter­ 
est of Palatine residents was in 
protecting territory a d j o i n i n g 
their borders and 
far 
removed 
from the built-up section of the 
new village. “If this hastily called 
election can be circumvented in 
some way,” asserted Mr. Hase­ 
man, “until we can bring in the 
territory contiguous to our east­ 
ern border, then I would be de­ 
lighted to see them incorporate. 
I ’m sure Palatine officials would 
gladly furnish them complete in­ 
formation as to the costs of snow 
removal, street repair and main 
tenance, water 
extension, 
sewer 
maintenance, adequate police pro­ 
tection and equipment, fire fight 
ing equipment and maintenance, 
general corporate expenses, and 
the thousands and one headaches 
and expenses that a village is 
heir to.” 
Taking part in the discussion 
was Attorney Dudley Jessopp of 
the firm of Kirkland, Fleming, 
Green, Martin & Ellis represent­ 
ing the interests of Arlington Park 
race track. The most effective ac­ 
tion, in the belief of Attorney 
Jessopp, would be to bring about 
a delay in the election by fully 
informing Rolling Meadows of the 
adverse factors involved in be­ 
coming a city — the increased 
costs and the constantly mount­ 
ing tax bills.

rind 
6 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 tablespoons butter 
I nine-inch baked pastry shell 
Combine sugar, c o r n s t a r c h , 
flour and s a lt Gradually stir in 
boiling w ater and cook 15 m in­ 
utes,

Scholarships And Financial 
Aid Available For College 


(The following article was pre­ 
pared by Paul Opstad, Arling­ 
ton Heights high school counsel­ 
or, as a service to students and 
parents who are interested in 
various plans for financial as­ 
sistance to college students.) 
Many promising students who 
would like to go to college 
and 
who have the ability to perform 
college work satisfactorily, do not 
attend. Why? It is too expensive. 
But many of these students could 
attend if they had only investigat­ 
ed their opportunities for financial 
aid that are available. There are 
three main types 
of 
assistance 
which most colleges offer. The one 
most commonly known is the schol­ 
arship. The others, which often are 
as effective as scholarships, 
are 
grants-in-aid and student loans. 
A widespread notion exists that 
scholarships are open only to those 
students in the upper 10% of their 
graduating class. 
It is true that 
there are scholarships that are re­ 
stricted in such a 
manner, 
but 
there are scholarships available to 
others as well. The major consid­ 
erations involved in awarding the 
scholarships include the academic, 
achievement of the applicant, his 
need for financial help, and 
his 
character and citizenship as indi­ 
cated by the activities in which he 
has participated plus the way in 
which he has conducted himself.

THERE ARE four main types of 
scholarships. The first consists of 
scholarships to more than one col­ 
lege for work in any field. 
The 
second involves 
scholarships 
to 
more than one college for work in 
a specific field, such as engineer­ 
ing. 
The third includes scholar­ 
ships to a specific school for work 
in any field. The fourth type per­ 
tains to scholarships that are for a 
specific college and for work in a 
special field. Scholarships are es­ 
tablished and maintained by the 
colleges through gifts, by industry, 
by private individuals and groups, 
and by the state government. In­ 
cluded in the latter is a scholar­ 
ship program whereby five 
stu­ 
dents from the high school, selected 
by school officials, 
may receive 
free tuition for a program leading 
to teaching in any one of the state 
teacher training institutions. 
Most scholarships are awarded 
by the colleges themselves upon 
application for scholarship aid. The 
scholarship committees attempt to 
award the various scholarships un­ 
der their control in such a way as 
to best fulfill the needs of ail ac­ 
cepted applicants. However, there 
are a few scholarships which may 
be applied for directly to organiza­ 
tions outside the college. Examples 
of these include the Naval Reserve 
Officer Training Corps 
(N.R.O. 
T.C.) scholarships, and those offer­ 
ed by the Chicago Federal Savings 
and Loan Association and the New 
England Textile Foundation.

premium may be placed on the 
need of the individual.

STUDENT LOANS are a 
rela­ 
tively unknown source of financial 
assistance. 
Yet, they may mean 
the difference between a college 
education or a high school educa­ 
tion. 
These are administered by 
the individual schools. 
Most 
of 
them do not require repayment or 
interest until after 
the 
student 
leaves school, and then the pay­ 
ments may be adjusted to his fi­ 
nancial situation with only low in­ 
terest charges involved. 
Further financial help is offered 
indirectly by many schools in the 
form of 
an 
employment 
office 


which places students on part-time 
jobs. 
The financial assistance provided 
by the G.I. Bill has undoubtedly 
been more widely used than any 
other. 
The present bill provides 
for 1% days of benefits for every 
day of active duty. 
However, it 
will probably be terminated when 
President Eisenhower declares the 
Korean Emergency at an end. 
Students should request informa­ 
tion about financial aid from the 
college in which they are interest­ 
ed as soon as possible so that their 
final applications will arrive 
on 
time. A service dealing with this 
subject is provided by the high 
school and all inquiries should be 
directed to Paul Opstad, counselor.

Summerfield announced this week 
that he was scrapping his “junk 
mail” system established 15 months 
ago. 
Recently newspapers aU across 
the wuntry have been sounding out 
public opinion on the receipt of 
“junk mail” and there has been an 
ovenvhelming protest against it. 
Summerfield said he would end 
on March 30 the city and village 
delivery of simplified mail which 
was instituted Aug. 21, 1953, with 
the avowed purpose of reducing 
the huge loss in handling third class 
mail and of providing *additional 
service. 
Mailers had the privilege of 
omitting names and street address­ 
es from circular and other mail 
matter and using the designations: 
“Householder,”

Simplified addressed mail will be 
continued on rural routes and to 
box holders at post offices where 
no city or village delivery service 
is available.

“Somelimes prisons shouldn’t be 
reformed—they and their wardens 
should be 
hit 
by 
an 
atomic 
bomb!” 
So says Eugene S. Zemans, 47, 
executive director of the 
J o h n 
Howard Association, a private a- 
gency for prison reform and pris­ 
oner aid. 
Zemans told Paddock Publica­ 
tions that many prisons are be­ 
yond 
rehabilitation 
and 
many 
wardens beyond education. 
“The prison of the future will 
not be the prison of the present, 
created 200 years ago,” says Ze­ 
mans. “Ancient torture, beatings 
—these still exist in some pris 
ons today.” 
Some of the blame for such 
conditions 
belong 
to 
wardens, 
which Zemans classifies in 
two 
groups: 
1—Wardens not i n t e l l i g e n t 
enough to 
comprehend 
reform, 
and 
2—Wardens who give lip service 
to reform, but neglect correction. 
The warden of a prison is re­ 
sponsible for its control and su­ 
pervision. Zemans describes the 
progressive warden as a combina­ 
tion disciplinarian, 
humanitarian, 
educator, and sometimes an exe­ 
cutioner.

* 
MOST WARDENS, however, are 
political appointees, men who have 
little training for this task, except 
that they have been deputy war 
dens, prison guards, or police of 
ficers. Salary is generally so low 
that first-rate men are not inter­ 
ested in the job. 
Now and then there are out­ 
standing wardens, such as Joseph 
Ragen of Joliet, who Zemans de­ 
scribes as “one of the best war­ 
dens of any prison of its kind 
(maximum security) in the coun­ 
try.” 
Warden Ragen, who the Howard 
Association credits with much of 
the progress m Illinois prisons, is 
described by Zemans as a man of 
three-fold abilities: action, integ­ 
rity, and insight. 
Ragen admits that one-third of 
his population could be in mini­ 
mum security institution. 
Zemans 
also 
praised 
Warden 
Randolph, appointed head of Men­ 
ard prison in 1952 after a serious 
riot. Cause of the riot was politics, 
corruption, and dishonesty. 
Since Randolph came to Menard, 
new equipment has been purchas­ 
ed, a vocational program institut­ 
ed, and inmates now produce more 
at a wage of 25 cents a day than 
they formerly did for three days 
with no wages. 


grounds— “that means it’s sani­ 
tary” ; 
—the kitchen facilities — “that 
means the food is good” ; 
—the systematic orderliness — 
“that means the warden is able 
because cots and inmates are lin­ 
ed up.” 
In evaluating the effectiveness 
of a prison, Zemans urged the 
public 
to 
consider 
counseling, 
treatment, and therapy programs 
as a substitute for beatings. 
“Some 
prisons,” 
Zemans re­ 
ports, “give an inmate three days 
in the ‘hole’ on bread and water 
if he walks on the grass!” 
There is more physical cruelty 
in childrens’ prisons than in adult 
C 
risons. Zemans cited examples of 
roken eardrums and broken chil­ 
dren at St. Charles and Bellefon­ 
taine before conditions improved, 
partly as a result of studies from 
the Howard Association. 
Zemans admitted that a crim­ 
inal owes a debt to society. 
But he also said that penal in­ 
stitutions 
have 
a greater 
duty 
than merely to see that this obli­ 
gation is paid. Their primary task 
should be to set up a constructive 
program for the rehabilitation of 
prisoners. This means that those 
who violate the law must be given 
an opportunity to develop 
good 
habits, attitudes, and characters, 
which prepare them to become 
useful citizens upon release. 
Successful rehabilitation of pris­ 
oners, concluded Zemans, will not 
be accomplished until more of our 
custodial institutions adopt pro­ 
gressive programs, and until the 
public is willing to pay for them.

“GOOD ADMINISTRATION pre- 
vents riots.

Zemans, who also said that one 
of the biggest handicaps in penal 
reform is the public’s interest in 
riots rather than in prisons. 
The prison itself is a threat to 
the 
community, 
explained Ze­ 
mans. 
“The public is being fleeced be­ 
cause they think they’re paying 
for protection. But the longer a 
man is in prison, the less likely 
he is to succeed.” 
Nearly 700,000 persons pass in 
and out of the gates of 3,000 pri­ 
sons each day as prisoners or as 
free men. 
“Some prisons try to return a 
man to society better than he 
was. Such institutions have an in­ 
mate program. But many per­ 
sons enter and leave institutions 
without a trade.” 
“There isn’t enough work in 
prison,” declares Zemans. 
Employment of prisoners at use­ 
ful work would reduce the cost of 
their custody, contribute to 
the 
support of their families, and as­ 
sist in the rehabilitation of the 
prisoners themselves. 
There is much opposition to sell­ 
ing in the open market the pro­ 
ducts manufactured in prison, ex­ 
plained Zemans. Competition from 
prison labor became a rallying 
point for legislation to prohibit 
such sales and in 1929 Congress 
passed the Hawes-Cooper 
Act, 
which enables states to prevent 
prison-made goods from entering 
their borders through interstate 
commerce. By 1940 every 
state 
had enacted legislation to limit or 
prohibit the sale of such goods.
